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Early Presidential 
Electric Eye Plates 





In our issue of Feb. 15 there was 
a brief note regarding a report of 
some plate numbers on the 2¢ 
Presidential stamps which were 
opposite the third stamp from the 
top corner, rather than at the 
corner as they now come. When 
these were reported to us we were 
led to believe by lack of any in- 
formation that it might be some- 
thing new in plates as the num- 
bers were not mentioned. Nat- 
urally, in finding things of this 
sort which look strange to the 
finders they hide as much infor- 
mation as possible in the belief 
or hope that if the item is some- 
thing new or unusual that they 
can pick up a quantity of them 
before they are found by others 
and perhaps make a nice profit on 
the transaction. 


After sending the copy to the | 
printer we were able to get a| 


plock of ten stamps showing the 
number and immediately sent it 
to the engravers for a cut and put 
it in last weeks paper before we 
had time to search our files and 
attempt to learn anything about 
it. 

We have now gone _ back 
through our file of Post Office 
Department press releases and 
find these plates listed by the 
Postoffice Department in their 
circular dated August 4, 1938. We 
then looked up our file on Plate 
Numbers which contains much 
general information about all plate 
numbers and we found that these 
sheets were sheets that were i- 
dentical with the original electric 
eye printings that first came on 
the old 1922-25 type of 2c stamp, 
where the number was opposite 
the third stamp from top or bot- 
tom of the sheet. The sheets at 
that time were also without the 
horizontal electric eye marks at 
the outer edges of the sheets, that 
is at the left of the left pane. The 
heavy vertical marks down 
through the center gutter of the 
big sheets of 400 stamps were 
there then as now. 

Further search for information 
on these plates gave us the in- 
formation that there were six 
such plates of the 2c Presidential 
stamp printed. These were plates 
number 21895-6-7-8 and 22000-1. 

We examined a full postoffice 
package of 100 sheets of the num- 
bers 22000 and 22001 and found 
that the sheets were mixed in the 
parcel, there being both upper 
left and lower right panes of both 
numbers stapled together in the 
one package. 

These sheets were found in a

Postoffices Of America 
Combed For Stamps 


The stamp market is on the 
boom again. Never before has 
there been such prices being paid 
as are paid today for stamps of 
all kinds. 

Again we are in the situation 
where many _ inexperienced 
people are investing money in 
stamps. Many of these people will 
take a loss before they are 
through due to _ inexperience. 
Stamps that bring big prices are 
always the finest and most per- 
fect copies that come from the 
sheets. Inexperienced people do 
not know how to judge such 
things and lay away sheets that 
dealers will buy for postage in 
the coming years. 

On the other hand, there are 
some investors who are guided 
by experienced philatelists, men 
who have friends who know 
stamps and can guide them safes 
ly in their investments. 

These investors will put cone 
siderable into stamps and we will 
feel this later on in that much 
material will not increase so rap- 
idly due to the holdings of men 
of this type whose material will 
come into the market as needed 
and thus retard the more rapid 
advance of our own holdings. 

The reason I have written this 
article is due to the fact that a 
certain party in New York City 
has recently mailed to postmast- 
ers in many cities, a large 8%4x14 
inch sheet listing almost every 
stamp from the Presidential ser- 
ies up to date. The list is topped 
off with a brief letter addressed 
to “Postmaster” and asks if any 
of the stamps on the list may still 
be in the postoffice and states 
that the writer is interested in 
buying the same. He also asks 
for anything prior to 1932. 

Thus you will see to what 
lengths, some are going in comb- 
ing the postoffices of the country 
to pick up stamps. Frequently, 
larger offices get supplies and 
take them into their vaults and 
stack them on the old stock al- 
ready there. It happens now and 
then that they may not get to the 
bottom of such piles of sheets for 
years and now and then some old 
material does turn up. 

If you are interested, it might 
be worth your time to visit your 
local postmaster and see if he 
has anything laying around that 
is worth picking up. You can beat 
this New York man if you do 
so at once. 

One ingenious Kansas collector 
has just advised us that when he 
heard that the Korea stamps had 
gone off the Agency list that he 
sent postal cards to all postoffices 
within a radius of about 25 of 
30 miles of his home, inquiring 
for Flag stamps of any kind. He 
picked up several sheets, includ- 
ing some Koreas. How is hunte 
ing in your neighborhood.

collection as the most perfectly | 
centered biock or single copy of | 
any stamp that you may have. | 

If you are merely collecting the | 
picture on the stamp and want it| 
perfectly framed, then go ahead | 
and pick perfection centering and | 
forget the rest of it for you are 
not a Philatelist, you are still just 
a stamp collector who will never 
know the finer and more interest- 
ing points of the hobby. 

The fun and interest in collect- 
ing comes from a thorough know- 
ledge of the material you collect 
and from an accumulation of it in 
all and proper issued forms. Some 
rave about mint stamps in perfect 
condition as issued by the gov- 
ernment. This statement covers a 
multitude of stamps that most} 
collectors have been passing up | 
for years. The corner stamps from 
booklet panes have two straight | 
edges, they are made that way, 
issued that way and any real col- 
lection or real catalogue of our 
stamps should catalogue and list 
them as such. Likewise the new 
booklets of 6c air mail stamps 
come with a straight edge at both 
sides and at the bottom and when 
it comes down to a representative 
collection of stamps, this stamp is 
the rarest of any of the stamps 
of this type. 

You collect coils, do you not? 
They have two straight edges be- 
cause they are made that way. 
Why not then collect the book- 
lets? You may say that some col- 
lect complete booklet pages. Does 
anyone collect complete rolis of 
the coils? No, they collect only 
pieces of the roll and in the same 
manner we can argue that one 
should collect pieces of the book- 
let pages just as you collect 
pieces of full sheets of stamps. 

Regardless of all this, if you do 
not agree with my remarks, look 
at it from this other angle of fun 
with stamps and of the interest 
and amusement that you can get 
from collecting these things and 
reconstructing booklet pages.

These pieces are 
very frequently found on ‘com- 
mercial mail and in mixtures, 
more often without the tab, so 
you will have a time hunting for 
complete strips with the tab. 

We show it reconstructed with 
horizontal pairs torn from the 
page. Note the top pair with the 
tab which will be the most diffi- 
cult to find. Center pairs, imperf 
at both sides will be more easily 
found and many such will be of 
the top pair with tab removed, so 
quite plentiful. The bottom pair, 
imperf. at both sides and at bot- 
tom should not be hard to find

We also show the same page 
reconstructed with six single 
stamps. This will be the simplest 
and most easy of the three, but 
again the tops will be the most 
difficult for they are usually torn 
off in removing from the booklet. 

In the current booklets you 
will also be able to reconstruct 
panes showing the split arrows 
and guide lines at right or left, 
the plate numbers on tabs and 
other marked panes. It will make 
a very interesting study to try to 
reconstruct all of the different 
panes that can be found. 

Besides the current lic Presi- 
dential pane we illustrate the new 
6é Airmail Booklet pane. The 
hard one to get will be the top 
stamp with tab. The other two 
will be easy to find, the center 
naturally being the most common 
as many that were top stamps will 
come with the tab torn off and 
appear as stamps of the center 
position. 

Perhaps you collectors who ga- 
ther common stamps in quantity 
and who go for mixtures, should 
start now and save or lay aside 
all your straight edge copies. 
These copies are more rare than 
fully perforated ones and any real 
student of stamps can find, much 
of interest in a study of the sheets 
and the various forms in which 
stamps are issued from the Bur- 
eau at Washington and in an at- 
tempt to reconstruct these various 
sheets and other forms in which 
the stamps are put out. 

Already there are a number of 
collectors who are very much in- 
terested in the earlier guide lines 
and markings on the sheets. La- 
ter we will reproduce some pic- 
tures of some of this material and 
suggest various ways of collecting 
the same.

may have had an old stock of 
these 2c stamps at Washington. 
Since there is hardly any use for a 
2c postage stamp today it could be 
that the bottom of the pile was 
being cleaned up at Washington 
and that these sheets altho printed 
back in 1938 are just now being 
disposed of. It is of course also 
possible that the source of supply 
tor the offices that have had these 
old numbers may be some branch 
other than direct from Washington 
but it is clearly evident that the 
lack of need for 2c stamps is get- 
ting the old stock cleaned up. 
Right here in Sidney, the Post- 
office got to the bottom of its pile 
of 3c Presidentials and turned up 
numbers that were the early 
printings of the electric eye, num- 
bers in corners, but without hori- 
zontal side markings on the sheets. 


Full Sheet Win The War 
Badly Smeared Printing 


David Welker of Marshalltown, 
Iowa submits a full sheet of the 
3c Win The War stamp wherein 
the entire sheet is smeared over 
the face. To some this would look 
like a remarkable variety, but if 
you want one like it, just go to 
your printer and have him put 
purple ink on a job press, then 
dash some benzine on the platen 
and turn the rollers of the press 
over a couple times to thin the 
ink, then lay a clean piece of 
paper on the ink plate, lay your 
sheet of stamps on this clean pap- 
er tnd turn the rollers over it 
slowly and you will have some- 
thing that looks like this sheet.

A RECORD FOR OUR BIRTHDAY MONTH 

Here at the end of February and as we go ahead in preparation 
for the first March issue of this paper, we look back rather amazed 
at the issues for February. February happens to be the birthday 
month of your editor as well as that of Mrs. Linn and to top that off, 

; : our daughter, Hazel, who is now with the editor 
in his office is also a February baby. Seems like 
everyone must have known this and showered us 
with advertising copy during the month. We started 
out with the usual eight pages for the issue of the 
first but before that was in the presses we realized 
that the issue of the eighth would go up to 12 
pages and then as that issue was in process 
we could see ahead to 12 pages for the issue of 
the 15th and as things kept piling up we added 
that big four page Coin advertisement of the Ta- 
tham Stamp Company to our issue of the 22nd, 
probably that was for Washington’s birthday, any- 
how it made a 16 page issue, a record for us and 
George W. Linn one that we are proud of. Our thanks to all who 
have helped. Publishers like to analyze their papers and compare 
with others and see just what is happening and we have done just 
that with this big issue of February 22, 

We find that we have an issue with 1280 column inches of news 
and advertising copy. Our nearest competitor has 1080 inches, short 
of our mark by 200 inches. 

We find that we carried in this February 22 issue 763 column 
inches of paid display advertising and that our nearest competitor 
had in his issue of February 17, the last one at hand, 601 column 
inches of display advertising. Fully 162 inches short of what we 
carried. 

In our way of looking at things we need go no farther, we are 
highly pleased with this record. Our issue for the 22nd is one of the 
largest issue of any stamp collectors paper for many years past. 

There is of course a reason for all this and that reason is well 
known to those stamp dealers who have had the courage to try out 
our columns in a thorough manner. 

We have lohg believed that our publication is the most thor- 
oughly READ stamp publication in America. These are reasons for 
this that are apparent to any advertising man. The collector can be 
sure of finding something of interest, the editor has never been a 
yes man for any promotional scheme to foist questionable stamps on 
the public from whatever source and we are usually first with any- 
thing in the nature of real news.

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INSTALLMENT BUYING: Any 
honest banker or financier will 
tell you the safest in the world is 
the cash and carry business. Look 
at the A & P, United Cigar or 
Liggett’s Drug Stores! I am not 
against stamp dealers extending 
credit where credit belongs, but 
the bulk of philatelic activities 
have been carried on a cash and 
carry basis. I’ve been afraid of 
the day when installment buying |: 
would become the vogue in phil- 
ately and my worst fears have 
been realized through the adver- 
tising of a Pennsylvania vendor 
of philatelic items, advertising U. 
S. stamps to be sold for cash or 
by adding a dollar to each item, 
payments extending over a period 
of weeks or months being per- 
misable. I personally don’t care 
whether this man makes a fortune 
or loses his shirt on the deal. But 
I think any philatelist is a sucker 
to buy a nine dollar item and pay 
a dollar premium by paying for it 
in a minimum of eight or a max- 
imum of nine weeks,and I trust 
that we shall see no more of this 
type of advertising from wide 
awake dealers who realize that by 
extending uninvestigated credit 
they are risking their own capital 
and losing customers through the 
misunderstandings that are bound 
to occur when installment buying 
starts. Our best lawyers have 
made fortunes out of dunning in- 
stallment buyers. Imagine keeping 
your mother-in-law chained to a 
dealers vault because you failed 
to make a payment. It might ap- 


peal to you, brother, but your 
wife won’t like it. 

THE TOP VALUES: Several 
dealers have written me about 


collectors who collect the “inex- 
pensive” stamps only and then 
complain about the prices paid for 
their entire collection or portions 
of their collections which they at- 
tempt to sell. There is the age old 
argument that people do not col- 
lect stamps with the financial 
gain in mind. At the moment I 
have no desire to leep into the 
middle of that one (excepting 
show me the collector who does- 
n’t expect to sell his collection for 
a profit, or leave it to his widow 
or estate for that purpose, and I'll 
match you with five who expect 
a profit). Whether you are col- 
lecting with a financial gain in 
mind or not, completeness is 100 
per cent more worthwhile, than a 
“lot” of stamps, and you’ll find 
that what ever you _ collect is 
worth that much more, either: fi- 
nancially or artistically, if your 
sets are complete. 

An exaggerated case, 
ed at random is _ St. 
from the 1939 Scott and 1945 
price angle. Then, the four 
low values catalogued (101-4) 
$1.05 and this year, $1.60 while 
the four top values catalogued 
$37.00 as against this years value 
of $60.50. Of course that’s a 
powerful set, so let’s pick two 
more examples and you'll see 
what I mean. Russia 1939 cat. 
957-60 catalogued 43c vs todays 
C58-61 (same stamps) $2.40. The 
top values (4) catalouged $2.90 as 
against $14.00 today. Still not con- 
vinced? Take Cuba 324-7 which 
eatalogued at 24c then as against 
30c now vs. 328-31 at $1.76 then 
and $2.45 now. The top stamps 
to any set make for completeness 
of collection with an eye to artis- 
try or financial gain either way 
you look at it. Don’t collect stamps 
on the theory that you will gain 
by buying the cheaper stamps and 
selling them later for a fortune.

Bratt, who went on a stamp hunt 
one year in Southern India.

Dur- 
ing the night a thief entered the 
bedroom and stole the watch. Next 
morning the police were informed 
of the theft and a large reward 
was offered for the watch’s recov- | 
ery. The thief was soon caught 
while trying to sell his loot. 

Alas! the men’s hopes and joy 
were soon dispelled, for on open- 
ing the back Bratt found the 
stamps were gone. His breathless 
enquiry about them brought the 
confession from the captive that 
he had opened the watch and, 
finding only “little dirty pieces of 
paper,” had thrown them into the 
fire,” so as to destroy all trace.” 

One of the best of recent finds 
was made in a dealer’s office in 
the Strand less than a decade ago. 
An assistant was going through a 
boxful of “rubbish” when he came 
across a piece of paper rolled up 
like a cigarette.

Bidders For Superb U. S. 
Leave Catalogues Behind 
| At H.R. Harmer Auction 





’ Lightly cancelled copies of the 
@4c and 30c 1869 issue, with cen- 
fers inverted, sold for $1,000 and 
$2,150 in the first half of a six- 
day sale of a magnificent U. S. 
gollection which is being auction- 
ed by H. R. Harmer. Inc., 32 E. 
Hith St., New York. The three 
days, Feb. 5-7, netted a total of 
$27,449, and covered the issues up 
fo 1890. The second half of the 
gale, offering the issues from 
890-93 onward, is booked for 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
@ay (Feb. 12-14). 

Lot after lot brought remarkably 
hhigh prices due to the uniformly 
splendid condition. There was 
wery keen bidding for the many 
Jots of rare and fancy cancella- 
fions of the Waterbury and sim- 
flar types. 

A very fine strike of the Water- 
bury Union soldier’s head, tying a 
8c 1861 to a neat cover, started at 
$10 and finally sold for $300. The 
fare tombstone with skull and 
crossbones and “A. J.”, on a 3c 
grilled 1867 went for $88. A pair 
of footprints, tying a similar 3c 
stamp to a neat Lansing, Mich., 
gover, brought $80. 

A Waterbury shoe cancellation, 
typing a 3c 1869 to a small cover, 
fetched the remarkable sum of 
$360, and another 3c 1869 cover, 
with the famous “Shoo-Fly,” plus 
@ shoe and a fly, from Evansville, 
Jnd., brought $80. 

A superb used 5c New York 
Postmaster’s Provisional, which 
@atalogues $50, realized $72. A 
thinned, used 10c St. Louis Bear 
brought $160. 

Among the superb 1847s, a 5c 
on piece, cancelled with small 
red diamonds, sold for $75 (cata- 
Jogue $20) a 5c with sheet mar- 
gin and 10-bar cancellation $42 
(catalogue $20), and an unsued 5c 
orange-brown, early printing, $95 
(catalogue $70) 

The le 1851-56, type IV, tied to 
a@ neat cover with a red Middle- 
bury, Vt., town postmark, went 
for $52. Two used copies of the 
5c of this issue, cataloguing $50, 
brought $75 and $80. Two “Noisy 
Carriers Mail” markings, in green 
and in black, on covers with 10c 
851s, realized $110 and $135. 

A mint block of four of the 24c 
1857-60, made $290, and a cover 
with the 5c, 10c and 30c of this 
issue was bid to $155. The three 
high values, 24c, 30c and 90c, of 
the 1875 Government reprints of 
the 1857-60 issue realized $80, $48 
and $75 (catalogue $65, $45, $75.) 

Of the “Premier Gravures,” a 
used 10c, cataloguing $50, was bid 
to $90, and a mint 24¢c, listing $300, 
went to $340. Three used copies 
of the 24c 1861, in one lot, went 
to Saul Newbury for $60. The 
fame 24c, but in blackish violet, 
used, was bought by Ezra Cole 
for $44 (catalogue $10). A used 
80c orought $80 (catalogue $35). 

The best used copy of the 1869 
B0c sold for $125, and two others 
for $100 each. The set of 1869 re- 
fssues (catalogue $426) brought 
$435. Even the Departmentals 
forought good to extremely high 
prices. A superb mint 90c Navy 
made nearly double catalogue at 
$56.

War In South Pacific 
Delays Tin Can Mail 





For years past collectors have 
been sending letters to the South 
Pacifie Island of Tonga to get the 
unique and unusual Tin Can Mail 
cancellations and cachets. Little 
has been heard of this service 
lately but when the war is over 
we will again have those who go 
for such covers. 


usual cover of this Tin Can Mail 
service that comes from Mr. Ray 
Davis of Columbus, Ohio. It seems 
that Mr. Davis has regularly sent 
letters to this point and has gath- 
ered quite an unusual accumula- 
tion of covers. His latest effort 
was a letter mailed February 1, 
1943 with a request for a cover 
from this tiny island. 

Mr. Davis had about given up 
hope of ever getting this cover 
and figured that the “Nips” had 
upset things so bad in that vicin- 
ity that covers could not be had 
but to his great surprise the cov- 
er did finally come and is back- 
stamped at Columbus, Ohio, just 
exactly two years after he sent 
for it, February 1, 1945. Thus we 
see what the war has done to or- 
dinary commercial mail and busi- 
ness between this country and 
some of the out of the way is- 
lands of the South Pacific. 

The cover from Mr. Davis is 
perhaps a unique one among Tin 
Can Mail covers for counting the 
postal markings, register mark- 
ings, cachets and Tin Can Mail 
marks, we find 10 different on the 
face of the cover and nine differ- 
ent on the back of the cover, sure-
